Private Cars Reduce 
Denver Rio Grande

EW YORK, Aug. 28.— 
Blaming the private 
motor car for loss of railway 
passenger traffic, F. A. Wad- 
leigh, general passenger 
agent of the Denver, Rio 
Grande & Western Railroad, 
stated that the traffic on his 
road dropped 53 per cent. 
from 1920 to 1925. 


This testimony was given before 
the Denver hearing of the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission this 
week. Announcement was made 
that the Washington, D. C. hearing 
of the I. C. C. is postponed until 
October 20. 


Opinion at the Denver gather- 
ing differed widely on the wis- 
dom of regulation. While the 
Denver, Rio Grande & West- 
ern operates bus lines through 
subsidiary companies over routes 
as long as 225 miles, Mr. Wad- 
leigh pointed out that this form 
of service was not reclaiming the 
bulk of the lost passenger trade 
which has come about through 
the private operation of auto- 
mobiles. 


Clash of opinion 
was also registered at the hearing. 
Mr. Wadleigh favored state and ia- 
terstate regulation of buses. Roger 
W. Taggart, president of the Yel- 
loway, Inc., the largest bus system 
in the country, supported regula- 
tion in principle, but held that 
might be dangerous to 
during the development perioc. 
The Yelloway company has 
routes from Detroit to the Pacific 
coast and does $125,000 
per month. 

P. W. Robbins, general freight 
agent of the Denver, Rio Grande 
& Western, held that the pri- 
vate and common carrier trucks 
were cutting into the less-than- 
carload traffic on two sections 
of his line to the extent of 10,- 
000 tons, involving $72,000 in 
revenue.

Washington, poe 28.—Probing 
charges that the big oil com- 
panies have boosted gasoline 
prices artificially at a cost of 
many millions to motorists, the 
Federal Trade Commission has 
begun the collection of a_ vast 
quantity of data on production 
costs and prices, it was learned 
yesterday. 

Detailed questionnaires have 
been sent out to oil producers, re- 
finers and dealers throughout tae 
country. This information will be 
supplemented by reports from gov- 
ernment bureaus, in close touch 
with the oil industry. 

The commission expects to detei- 
mine whether price increases made 
last spring were justified by cosis 
and by the extent of gasoline sup- 
plies. 

Officials of the commission de- 
clared the inquiry is being pushed 
as rapidly as possible, but that ‘t 
will be impossible, to coniplete 
it before December 1. The in- 
quiry was called for in a resolu- 
tion adopted by the Senate.

Help Designers Cut Costs

EW YORK, Aug. 28.—Outstanding among the high 
lights of events in the bus industry during the past year 
there is one which marks the trend of activities to come; and 


that is, the efforts made by the various automotive associa- 
tions and bus manufacturers to bring about a standardiza- 
tion of bus regulations in the various states of the Union. 


There still is plenty of work to @——O@£{_—————— 


be done in this respect and it will 
be some time yet before the influ- 
ence of this work begins to make 
itself felt in the way of favorable 
legislation by the various state reg- 
ulatory bodies. 

Besides uniform bus regulations, 
the past year has witnessed a num- 
ber of other milestones which indi- 
cate that progress has been sure 
and of a constructive nature. Trend 
in design of buses has been toward 
a more luxurious bus for city serv- 
ice, operators are paying more at- 
tention to reliability and economy 
than to freak performance, trac- 
tion companies and steam railroads 
have increased their interest and 
their holdings in the bus industry, 
and, lastly, there has been suffi- 
cient increases in bus deliveries this 
past year to indicate that the indus- 
try as a whole is operating on a 
firm financial and production basis. 

Standardization of bus bodics 
will not be possible until state 
laws have been made more na- 
tionally uniform and operators 
have been educated to the point 
where they will accept without 
question the manufacturers’ bus 
designs instead of drawing up 
their own specifications. Man- 
ufacturers are doing all in their 
power to produce designs which 
will at once conform to the re- 
quirements of the majority of 
operators and the regulations of 
the various states, while at the 
came time retaining those fea- 
tures of the bus which make it 
the best type for the service 
which it must perform. It is the’ 
oocasional individual wants and 
regulations at odds with regula- 
tions in adjacent states which 
tend to keep bus prices above the 
point where they might be. 

Standard Designs Mean Lower 

Prices 

True economy in bus production 
will not come until state laws are 
uniform and operators have a 
more general desire for standard 
designs recommended by the 
manufacturers who, through years 
of experience, have evolved a bus 
which more nearly meets the re- 
quirements of every operation. 
When these conditions are attained 
it will then be possible for manu- 
facturers to concentrate on a few 
designs for quantity production, in- 
stead of halting this mass manu- 
facture to produce a few indi- 
vidual models. It is the old law 
of mass production which will pro- 
duce quality workmanship and 
product at a minimum cost, and it 
has been during the past year that 
the first steps in this direction have 
been taken. 

More luxury in buses doing city 
service indicates a popular trend 
away from the street car type of 
bus. The street car type of bus 
is undoubtedly economical and best 
suited for the work it has to do, 
but if luxuriousness is going to at- 
tract additional revenue it is good 
business to do it. Of course, addi- 
tional revenue must be earned in 
order to offset the cost of luxury. 
The scale of living is rising, and 
with it comes an increasing ten- 
dency and willingness to spend 
money. This tendency is found in 
bus riders and,if individual riders 
are willing to pay more for their 
luxury or if more luxurious buses 
will attract more riders at the old 
rate, it is the smart operator who 
will furnish the luxury. 

Any tendency on the part of the 
public which will serve to increase 
the spread between the revenue 
and cost curves should be taken 
advahtage of by the manufacturer 
in supplying luxurious buses and

ARGYLL ENGINEER 
TELLS ADVANTAGES OF 
SINGLE SLEEVE MOTOR 


Detroit, Aug. 28.—Charles Brim- 
low, chief engineer of the Argyll 
Motor Company, Ltd., of Glasgow, 
who has been in Detroit conferring 
with the Continental Motor Cor- 
poration, is of the belief that the 
single sleeve valve engine will rap- 
idly take a prominent place in the 
automotive industry in this coun- 


try. Although it has been in use 
in Britain for a number of years, 
its appearance in America has 


been delayed until recently, when 
the world rights were obtained by 
Continental Motors Corporation. 

In discussing some of the ad- 
vantages of the engine Mr. Brim- 
low in a recent interview said, ‘“‘The 
simplicity of the single sleeve valve 
engine apparent, and probably 
the most obvious advantages which 
it possesses over the poppet valve 
type lie in the mechanical silence 
and reliabillity of the valve mech- 
anism. 

“The whole of the valve operat- 
ing mechanism is enclosed and 
runs in oil; therefore, wear is in- 
finitesimal.” Although the_sleeve 
is larger and heavier than the pop- 
pet valves, less power is absorbed 
in its operation than is required to 
raise poppet vaives against their 
springs and, in the case of the pop- 
pet exhaust valve, against the com- 
pression of the exploded gases in 
the cylinder.

“Since sidewalks have been ac- 
cepted for generations as a public 
necessity,’” says Mr. Jordan, “it 
seems strange that we have been 
slow in the adopting of crosswalks, 
which are of greater importance. 
The sidewalk is the engineering an- 
swer to the need of separating foot 
travel and vehicle travel. 

“When you build a sidewalk 
which stops at the street intersec- 
tion the job is incomplete, and in 
the age of motors it is less than 
half done. 

“Overpasses or underpasses for 
the pedestrian are bound to come. 
It may be that, as many have pre- 
dicted, most sidewalks will be on 
the second-story level, with foot- 
bridges at street intersections. This 
is a practical possibility for large 
cities, and some such development 
is bound to come.” 

Among the various suggestions 
made by Mr. Jordan to help the 
situation are the following:— 

1. Painted crosswalks, usable 


by pedestrians only, when the 
traffic signal is with them. 

2. Education of adults and 
children on using care when 
crossing. 

3. Elevated sidewalks and foot 
bridges. 


4. Limiting turning of vehicles 
to specific streets, instead of on 
every street. -

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The Automotive: Record of Congress | 

HEN Congress recently adjourned, it had to its credit | 

three pieces of legislation of national import to| 

motorists and to the motor industry. To begin with, it; 
repealed many of the excise taxes which had remained in| 
force since the war period. The taxes on motor trucks, ; 
tires, parts and accessories were eliminated altogether. The; 
tax on passenger motor vehicles was reduced from 5 to 3) 
per cent. This accomplished a saving to motor vehicle own- 
ers of some $80,000,000 annually. 

The second piece of favorable legislation was an author- 
ization of the expenditure of $165,000,000 in Federal aid 
in highway building during 1928 and 1929. It would have 
been a calamity if Federal aid had been withdrawn at this 
time, when the formulation of a truly comprehensive 
national highway system is just getting under way. 

There was also passed a bill granting to state and local 
governments the privilege of acquiring government lands 
for recreational purposes where such lands are not essential 
to Federal government uses. 

Further than this, the late Congress accepted member- 
ship in the Permanent Association of International Road 
Congresses. This makes it sure that the influence of the 
United States will be felt in the highway building activities 
of other countries. Our experience has been so far-reaching, 
and gained at such a tremendous cost, that we can be a real 
assistance to other nations embarking on a highway build- | 
ing career. We can at least point out where we wasted | 
untold treasure by mistakes. 

Congress established a number of new national parks, 
which will be beneficial to touring motorists in many sec- 
tions of the country. 

When the next session of Congress convenes, in 
November, it will have many automotive matters come 
before it. The most important will be the question of 
abolishing the remaining 3 per cent. of excise tax on 

* passenger cars. Judging by expressions among the lead- 
ers in both houses of Congress, the excise tax will be 
eliminated. Every automotive operator will join in 
wishing so, and do not let us forget that from now until 
Congress meets is the time to impress the legislators 
with the fact that we want this tax removed. Congress- 
men, and senators, too, are home now, and this is the 
time to let them know how you feel about it.

to some extent, and transportation 
interests seek to use the bus to 
restore R. 

Transportation companies will 
continue to cash in on the habit of 
riding on rubber which the public 
has acquired. . 

Railroaa men are business men 
and they are beginning to find that 
a bus tends_to increase earnings 
and it is this discernment that has 
put the railroad men no longer on 
the defensive against bus opera- 


tion. Losses on unprofitable fixed 
lines are being checked and in 


many cases brought up to @ paying 
basis through co-ordinated bus 
routes acting as feeders or as sub- 
stitutes for unprofitable branch 
lines. AS bus operation becomes 
more a part of the country’s trans- 
portation system, it is unquestion- 
ably true that railroads will adopt 
the idea more fully, making it an 
important link in their systems, co- 
ordinating their bus lines with dis- 


ignated stops on the _ through 
trunk lines. 
What has been said of the 


railroads holds true of the trac- 
tion companies even to a greater 
extent. Some idea of the prog- 
ress made last year in bus oper- 
ation by railroads and traction 
companies may be had from sta- 
tistical figures. In 1924 there 
were 20 railroads operating 218 


buses. In 1925, 31 railroads 
operating 330 buses over 4,500 


miles of highway. Traction com- 
panies in 1923 (about 135 com- 
panies, were operating 1,110 
buses over 1,280 miles of high- 
way; in 1924 there were 200 
companies with 3,250 buses, and 
in 1925 there were 250 com- 
panies, 5,132 buses and close to 
15,000 miles of highway.

Undoubtedly many bus lines have 
been started by independents and 
traction companies where popula- 
tion did not justify them, and,

naturally, such lines will eventually 
pass out of the picture. Failure 
should not be taken as a criterion 
of the inaptitude of the motor bus. 
In 4 like manner buses have been 
known to supplant rail car service, 
in some cases unwisely, and in such 
eases the trolley will return, 

There is no real indication yei 
that any other power producer is 
going to supplant gasoline, al- 
though many have been tried. The 
gas-electric bus was produced in 
1926 and is a worthy achievement. 
It is felt, however, that it cannot 
supplant gasoline. 

Multi-wheel experiments con- 
tinue. Operators have abandoned 
their use and feel that a good deal 
more development is needed before 


vehicles with more than four 
wheels are satisfactory and eco- 
nomical. 


This year has seen the growth 
in interstate bus operation to such 
an extent that the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission has decided to 
conduct an investigation. Unregu- 
lated competition does not seem to 
have as many advantages as one 
would think. Hearings are going 
on to determine whether Congress 
should give the commission au- 
thority to regulate interstate traf- 
fic. It is unfortunate, however, 
that truck and bus operation are 
lumped together, as they are totally 
different. 

There will be changes in body 
designs and length of lines, just as 
there have been during the past 
year. One problem which must 
be solved is the disposal of bag- 
gage. The bus industry is waiting 
for a genius to solve this riddle. 
It has not yet been done satisfac- 
torily.

There is at least one prediction 
which can be made with certainty: 
The bus industry is flourishing and 
is on a more solid basis than it has 
ever been before. There is a con- 
stant demand for more powerful 
buses—not bigger buses, but buses 
capable of doing more work with 
greater ease than is being done by 
present day models. Automotive 
engineers are now working on new 
models with which to supply this 
demand, and in the course of nat- 
ural evolution and _ experience 
gained through experiment and ac- 
tual bus opération it is quite possi- 
ble that the next year will see the 
production of a new type of bus, 
or, rather, a bus decidedly im- 
proved, just as history shows the 
evolution of the wood-burning lo- 
comotive to the present oil-burning 
type.
